Much Streſs 
hath been laid upon the very Force of the Original word, 
but tis clear that the word ſigniſieth waſhing or ſprinkling, 
as well as plunging. Mark, 7.4. Heb. 9. 10. 
The Original word fignifieth Baptiſms. They eat not, &c, 
except they waſh, or are Baptiz'd ; and the divers waſhings in 
the Original are, divers Baptiſms ; ſurely they did not plunge 
themſelves. every time they went to Market. And many 
of the Jewiſh waſhings or Baptiſms we know, were by 
ſprinkling,” not by dipping the whole Body: Nay in that 
noted Place in Cor. 1. 10. 2. The Original word Baptized, 
can poſſibly fignifiy nothing elſe, but that they were ſprink- 
led; they were all Baptized into the Cloud ; ſurely they were 
not properly dipt, but ſprinkled by the Cloud or the Dew. 
Nor can any Texts relating to the Apoſtolical Practice 
infer the neceflity of dipping. Mat. 3. 16. a.
